SALARIES UP IN POST OFFICE. 



First and second class post office em- 
ployees along the "Main Line received 
increases in salaries on Thursday 
through changes of grade proposed by 
the Post Office Department. Clerks and 
carriers are principally affected. The 
old and new grades of pay are: Grade 
1. .* 1,(100 increased to $.1.-100; Grade 2, 
$1,100 increased to $1,500; Grade ■'!, 
$1,200 to $1,000; Grade 4, $1,300 to 
$1,700; Grade 5. $1,400 to $1,800, and 
Grade I'., $1,500 to $1,800. 



MONTGOMERY TAX SMALL. 

Montgomery County is one of the 
cheapest counties in the State insofar 
as taxes are concerned. In Philadel- 
phia it costs mills on the dollar to 
reside there, and the cheapest occupa- 
tion tax is 00 cents. Here the price is 
20 cents, or 2 mills. 

Tn Lehigh County the rate is 3 mills 
and the valuations run from $100 to 
$S00. the latter for physicians. Artists 
are valued at $500; barbers, $200; 
bookkeepers, $.'!00; merchants. $500; 
confectioners, $500; professors, $000. 

Montgomery's rate runs from $100 
for laborers and housekeepers to $200 
for professional men. 

In Berks County the grades of valua- 
tion are more exacting, and one class 
reaches $1,000 valuation, or $4 tax. 
This is the merchant wdio does a busi- 
ness above $20,000. This kind of a 
business man needn't kick at his tax 
of $4, but even at that the taxation is 
2 mills above this county. 



POPULATION NEAR 200,000. 

Montgomery County Census Return 

Shows 29,720 Increase in Past 

Ten Years. 

Census figures for Montgomery 
County, published last week, give the 
county a total of 199,310 residents, as 
against 169,590 in 1910 and 138,995 in 
1900. In the list of figures issued ap- 
peared the Upper Morion Township pop- 
ulation return of 4,005. The township 
had 3,910 in 1910 and 3,430 in 1900. The 
figures for Lower Mcrion and Narberth 
borough had been announced previous- 
ly, and with Upper Merlon they give 
the corner of the county this side of 
the Schuylkill River a total population 
of 31,575 out of Montgomery County's 
199,310, or 15 por cent. 

'Norristown borough has a total of 
32,319. The population of Consho- 
hocken is given at 8,481 and that of 
Pottstown as 17,431.

The Memorial Subject 

"All earth has witnessed that they 
answered as befitted their ancestry, 
that they endured as the strong inilu- 
encos about their youth had taught them 
to endure. They willingly left the un- 
achieved purpose of their lives in order 
that all life should not be wrenched 
from its purpose, and without fear they 
turned from these gates of learning to 
those of the grave." 

The above is a part of an address 
made by Rudyard Kipling at Edin- 
burgh University, published by the 
London Spectator, and reprinted in the 
Evening Bulletin of September 7th. It 
recalled to the writer's mind the me- 
morial subject which lias been discuss- 
ed in Narborth for the past two years. 
Our Memorial Committee has made :i 
most noble effect and have worked out 
a proposition which if consummated 
would be si great credit to them and la 
the community. Vears hence we will 
wiy that the Fire House Memorial 
would have been fine, but at present 
the idea does not seem to be exactly 
the right one to satisfy all those who 
might bo asked to help complete it. 
Our local Post of the American Legion, 
which although it does not actually 
represent every veteran who went from 
Narberth to the world war, is a good 
majority and represents the men for 
whom a memorial is to be erected. They 
have during the past few weeks taken 
an option on a small building and a 
piece of ground at a figure very much 
below its actual worth, and it seems 
that every member of the Legion Post 
is looking forward to a Legion Jloinu 
on this site. 

While it is not considered good form 
to look a gift horse in the mouth, and 
the members of the Legion Post will 
not ask the people of Narberth for a. 
home or a memorial they have started 
the ball rolling in the direction which 
they believe to be the right one, and 
it is up to the people of Narberth to 
assist them to the very limit of their 
ability. As a suggestion the Memorial 
Committee might give up the Fire 
House plan and erect in the planted 
circle north of the railroad station a 
granite shaft or column and place a 
bronze tablet telling a story of why 
and to whom the memorial is dedicated. 
The plot could bo greatly improved by 
paths and plantings which would quite 
likely meet with the approval of the 
owners, the railroad company. The cost 
of this form of memorial would not be 
great, ; and the people of Narberth 
would certainly subscribe to a memorial 
a lot more than its actual cost. The 
balance of the funds could be given tn 
the local Legion Post to use in purchas- 
ing their home, and will certainly be 
well invested and much appreciated. 

In the event of this proposition be- 
ing accepted by the general commit tee 
the sub-conuuittee in change of the de- 
tails would have to take up with those 
who have already made contributions 
and pledges, as to what part of the 
original pledge they would be willing to 
contribute to the less expensive me- 
morial.

President Asks Governors to Set Aside 
That Day for Observance. 

Washington, Sept. 7. — President Wil- 
son, in a proclamation today, urged 
State Governors to set apart Saturday, 
October 9, as fire prevention day audi 
to request a general observance by the: 
public. 

The need for bringing "before the 
people tho sorious and unhappy effects 
of the present unnecessary fire waste 
and the need of their individual and 
collective effort in conserving the 
natural and croated resources of Amer- 
ica" was said by the President in his 
proclamation to be especially urgent.

The Auto Bus Line 



Passenger Service Started Between 
Bryn Mawr and the City. 



The Lancaster Bus Line has started a 
passenger service between Bryn Mawr 
and Sixty-third and Market streets, 
Philadelphia. 

The buses will seat twenty passen- 
gers comfortably and will stop at all 
points between Roberts road, Bryn 
Mawr and Ardmore, and the elevated 
line at. Sixty-third and Market. The 
service will run day and night and the 
rate or faro will lie ten cents between 
Bryn Mawr and Ardmore and ten rents 
between Ardmore and city line. This 
will make a total charge of twenty 
cents for the entire trip, as no fare 
will bo charged from city line to the 
elevated line. 

One of the big buses has been mak- 
ing the trip for the past two days and 
two more will be in operation soon. 
Five more will be placed on the road as 
quickly as they are turned out from 
the factory. When they are all in the 
service there will be a car passing 
every ten or fifteen minutes, as there 
will be four running each way all the 
time. 

This service should prove a popular 
one, not only as a money saver, but 
for the convenience it will present to 
residents along this section and to resi- 
dents of ILo city who work in Bryn 
-Mawr and Ardmore.

DIVIDENDS MAY BE GIVEN ON 
WAR RISK INSURANCE. 



There will be no reduction in the 
rates for War Risk Insurance, without 
Congressional action, according to R. 
G. Chomeley-Jones, Director of the Bu- 
reau. Reports have been circulated to 
the effect that the Bureau is operating 
at a great profit and would lower the 
rates next year. 

This report was based on the state- 
ment of one of the officials of the Treas- 
ury Department that the ratio of death 
losses to the gross expected death losses 
as computed by the American Table of 
Mortality was less than 40 per cent. 
Hence, the War Risk Insurance Bureau 
was expected to reduce the charges. 

This is not only impossible, accord- 
ing to Mr. Chomeley-Jones, who says 
that if the Bureau shows a profit above 
all possible expenditures at the end 
of the present calendar year, a divi- 
dend to policy holders may be made. 

The War Risk officials are having to 
establish their own precedents as the 
tables used by the ordinary life insur- 
ance companies have been found to 
vary greatly from the results obtained 
by the Bureau. This is caused by the 
acceptance of all kinds of risks whereas 
the commercial companies are more re- 
stricted in the class of business they 
can do. Therefore, the War Risk Bu- 
reau must move cautiously for several 
years until some accurate table of mor- 
tality is devised for its particular class 
of business.
